Tuesday when the house, by a 
vote of ninety-one noes and 
I thirty-five ayes defeated the rat­ 
ification of resolution after long 
debate.

Although it is constitutionally 
possible for the ratification pro- 
iposal to originate again in the 
j senate, this move is not expect- 
| ed and the project is considered 
dead, so far as this section is 
j concerned.

Proponents hope to revive it two 
’years hence, and to make it an issue 
jai the’ next general election. 
The 
! resolution of congress, submitting the 
! proposed amendment to the state’s fix 
ed a seven years time limit for rati­ 
fication. 
Inasmuch as the amend­ 
ment has been rejected by thirteen 
states, the minimum number neces- 
isary to insure its defeat, it is expect­ 
ed Ohio legislations will take no fur­ 
th e r action on it.

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MEN SHOULD FIGHT IN RANKS OF DIR) AS THET 
DID IN WAR EVANGE LIST TELLS EX-SOLDIERS 
Market News 


Dr. George Hugh Birney delivered 
the first of a series of afternoon ser­ 
mons in the First Methodist Church, 
Tuesday afternoon, upon the general 
theme, ‘"the Holy Spirit.” 
He spoke, in this first message u* pb 
"The Holy Spirit—and the Changed 
Plan,” referring to the two-fold mis­ 
sion Of the Holy Spirit —the mission 
of grace to the church, and the mis­ 
sion of conviction of the world. Jesus 
said, "When He is come (that is the 
Holy Spirit) He will convict the world 
of sin, of righteousness ant* of judg­ 
ment.” This was an uplifting message 
and was heard by a good audience, 
considering the cold weather and the 
fact that this was the first of the 
afternoon services. 
In the evening a number of ex- 
service men of three wars were pres­ 
ent, and a large audience to hear Dr| 
Birney tell of his experiences over 
seas during the war. 
"No M in’s Land,” said Evangelist 
Birney, Tuesday night, "will be the 
international cemetery of the world 
for a thousand years, because there 
ten million men gave up their lives 
Upon the altar of war. 
It is sown 
with crosses, every one marking the 
p’ace where lies the body of the 
world’s soldier dead. Crosses in vil­ 
lages, crosses by the wayside, whole 
fields full Of crosses, whole hill sides 
full of crosses—a world ful of crosses, 
crosses everywhere! I heped fill ah 
Americah cemetery, just below the 
timber line of the Vosges, with the 
bodies of Our boys, as we laid them 
away to await the trum pet of the 
resurrection.” 
The 
evangelist 
then 
quoted 
the 
poem, "In Flanders Field.” He spoke 
of the challenge Of thole who lie out 
there, to "hold aloft their torch.” And 
then he took his audience to Calvary 
where Jesus hung upon the first Cross 
and from whose blood-flecked 
lips 
came th© word of the text, "GO.” He 
pled with his audience to be true to 
that Divine command, as the condi­ 
tion of obediehce to the passion of 
God. 
Dr. Birney described a detachment 
going over the top at the "zero 
hour, and the training of the army for 
that moment. 
He spoke of the artil 
lery barage which prepared the way 
for the charge, without which success 
would have been impossible. His aud­ 
ience could almost feel the awful tens© 
ness of the momehts o t final waiting, 
and then the upleaping of the crouch 
ing soldiers, and their advance across 
No Man s Land hurling themselves in 
to the enemy’s 
trenches, 
charging 
through

trenches, 
down into the dug-outs, with bayonet 
rasping on bayonet, hand grenades 
bursting until the last inch of steel 
found its resting place in some man’s 
heart and then—death or victory! It 
was a vivid description and will not 
soon be forgotten by the soldiers and 
others who sat tense with interest 
throughout the entire message. 
The evangelist drew the analogy 
between the soldier and the Chris­ 
tian. "Nothing but the yellowness of 
sin,’ he said, "can ever explain why 
it seems to be harder to get men to 
fight for Jesus than for Uncle Sam. 
Many a man who went Over the Top 
over there, turns into a yellow cow­ 
ard when asked to do the same*thing 
for God. 
It is not because they are 
physically 
afraid, 
but 
because 
sin 
makes cowards of all of us. 
It takes 
more genuine grit and grace to fight 
the battles of the Christian life than 
it ever did to face the enemy in the 
trenches—God knows why. But the 
moment we ket the love of Christ in 
our hearts, and the loyalty of Heaven 
in our souls nothing is too hard, 01 
no adventure too desperate. 
God is j 
enlisting an army of fighting heroes. 
He is saying—’If any man would come 
after Me, let him deny himself and 
take up his cross and follow Me.” 
"If the church would bring to its 
evangelistic task today one tithe of 
the loyalty and sacrifice which won 
the war, we could win this genera­ 
tion to God.” 
Dr. Birney completed the anology 
by speaking of the spiritual barage 
which the artillery of God sends in 
answer to the prayer of faith. "It 
would be suicidal to go forward with­ 
out this preparation,” he said, "for 
we cannot win in our own strength. 
In answer to the prayers of the 
church God will send the Holy Spirit 
upon this community until men shall 
cry out, ‘Men and Brethren, what shall 
we do to be saved?” 
"It is 
‘zero’ hour for the chtrfcE, 
and the command is to ‘GO’. Are we 
standing at attention? Are we ready 
for our task Have we laid all upon 
the altar? Are we ready to make the 
sacrifice, not to kill men but to make 
them alive unto God?” 
Dr. Birney told a touching story of 
how a certain slim scout, a lad from 
Kansas, boasted to him that he was 
going out to hunt for his "Buddy” iii 
No Man’s Land one night, and "Was 
not coming back without him.” The1 
evangelist described this lad deliber­ 
ately 
separating 
himself from 
his 
scouting squad and crawling through 
the darkness calling, "Buddy are you 
out here—have they,got you? Buddy! 
Buddhi I’m out here to get you aud 
Urn not going back until I find you— 
Buddy! Buddy! Buddy.!” "Neither boy 
ever came back.” concluded the speak? 
er. "Oh, I would to God that such a 
spirit, sanctified by the passion that 
took Jesus to Calvary, might send 
eyery pqe of us out with the vow 
never to come back without those 
we seek Tor God.”
